The third speaker to address the group 
was kirsten Steinmo, assistant professor 
of government, SSC, and a native of 
Norway, Miss Steinmo, who spoke on 
“No More Vietnams,’’ called on the ad- 

Jnistration to get ‘politically innocent 
boy s’’ out of Vietnam, 


She said there has been no attempt by 
the present administration to re-examine 
what got us into Vietnam in the first place 
and to curb the alarming chance of another 
Asian war in Laos or Thailand. The 
administration is dragging its feet and 
refusing to recognize the basic injustice 
of the war, Miss Steinmo said, 
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ASSEMBLYMAN JOHN BURTON (D-San Francisco) as he addressed 
several thousand Vietnam Moratorium marches on the Capito! steps 
Wednesday night. 
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‘The war is an immense loss of 
dollars and an immense loss of faith 
and spirit,"’ she explained. We must 
tell the HKeagans among us that we, the 
people, want a change, she ended, 


Mather Air Force Base civilian super- 
visor Donald L. Repp spoke out in favor 
of the Vietnam War, but not before he 
confessed to the audience tht he felt 

like a Christian about to be fed to 
the lions."’ 


Before presenting some historical data 
on Vietnam, he emphasized wat he was 
speaking as a private ciuizen and not 45 
a representative of the Air Force. 


Repp told the audience that they must 
remember there are Communists around, 
He said 75 countries met recently and 
together raised a ‘‘battle cry’’ to attack 
the U.S, Repp said only America stands 
out as a force powerful enough to stop 
the ( ommunist threat. 


The Third Keich will sound like a 
‘‘Sunday-school picnic’’ unless we take 
appropriate action to protect ourselves, 
Repp asserted, ‘‘We are in a life-and- 
death struggle’’ between good and evil, 
Repp warned, He labeled it a Communist 
lie that the |S. signed a treaty calling 
for free elections in South Vietnam in 
1956. 


Repp said if we pull out of Vietnam 
a fate that will sure follow is ensiavemen 
and death. He said the solution to our 
problem in Vietnam is to ‘win if and 
win it quick,”’ 


Tom Goff, ASSSC vice-president, felt 
the convocation successfully attempted 
to discuss, on a university and college 
level, the spectrum of why we are in 
Vietnam,

Resolution introduced on 
controversial field lights 


The off-again, on again issue 
of the controversial! football field 
lights is, to no one’s sirprise, 
on again, 

A resolution was introduced in 
Monday’s Student Senate meet- 
ing which calls for the Senate 
to rescind its resolution of Nov- 
ember 15, 1968, which initially 
authorized the construction of the 
lights. 

The resolution, which was in- 
troduced by Christine Saed, Sen- 
ator from Education, lists seven 
reasons for the call to rescind 
the Senate's approval! of the lights. 
ht charges that the decision to 
build the lights was based on 
information that 
‘“‘dispute’’ on the question of its 
“validity” and further charges 
that the fina! Senate 
proceed with the

dence presented.”’ 

The resolution states that the 
lack of a feasibility study on the 
lights makes a study of the light- 
ing proposal ‘‘on the floor of the 
Senate’’ necessary. 

This, according to the resol- 
ution, would insure that all of 
the evidence for and against the 
lights would be presented to the 
Senate in a ‘‘confrontation between 
opposing factions." 

The resolution was presented 
to the Senate as an “informational 
item."' This means, according to 
Senate Chairman Scott Burns, that 
be placed on the agenda 
for consideration at the Senate's 
next meeting, Monday, Oct. 20.

Parents, community leaders, 
drug users, non-users, and 
specialists in the drug field will 
participate in ‘‘Community Con- 
cern: Drug Abuse’*’ on Channel 10, 
Tuesday, Oct. 28. Three and one- 
half hours of prime program time, 
without commercial interruptions, 
beginning at 7:30 p.m. are being 
devoted to an in-depth look at the 
problem of drug abuse, as it re- 
lates to the Sacramento commun- 
ity.
